PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Report* from Manila — Inspection of vessels — Cholera in Manila and 
the provinces — Improvement in cholera situation. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, December 5 and 14, as 
follows: 

Week ended December 1, 1906. Quarantinable disease reported for 
the city of Manila as follows: Cholera, 1 case, 1 death.

A peculiarity of the few scattering cases of cholera that have 
occurred in Manila during the past few weeks is the fact that they 
were found only among Japanese fishermen. There has also been a 
decided improvement in the cholera situation in the province of 
Iloilo, only a few cases having been reported during the past week. 
The rumor of the presence of the disease in Catubig, Samar, was con- 
firmed. In all, about 20 cases have occurred. In the past seven days, 
however, there have been no new cases. A number of additional 
cases have also occurred in the province of Negros Occidental. 

In none of the provinces, however, does the disease seem to show 
any particular tendency to spread. 

During the week the following vessels cleared for United States 
ports: 

On November 26 the British steamship Teucer with 86 crew, en 
route from Glasgow to Seattle, was granted a supplemental bill of 
health after the usual inspection of personnel and cargo. 

On November 27 the American schooner Erskine M. Phelps cleared 
for Honolulu. Crew were inspected on board prior to the vessel's 
departure. 

On November 27 the British steamship Seneca, with 48 crew and 
2 passengers, was granted a consular bill of health to Boston and New 
York. Personnel inspected at hour of sailing. Miscellaneous cargo 
certified, 23,426 packages. 

Week ended December 8, 1906. No quarantinable disease reported 
for the city of Manila.
